Hitherto it 
las been considered impossible, to improve 
urjoa tho human lungs, and so the glass- 
jiowers of tho world have cono on puf- 
fing themselves away at forty-two years of 
age, which is tho low average of lifo among 
theso handicraftsmen.

It gives 
ton horso power by tho Emerson power 
scale, and has been running tho shop for 
throo months with a 2% horse power bodcr 
at from forty to sixty pounds steam pres- 
sure. It runs at a very low or very lugh 
speed, ranging from 200 to 1,200 revolutions 
per minute, but gives the best results at a 
medium speed of 700 revolutions. The en- 
cine consists of only three pieces of cast 
iron, inside of aclosed case, and has a cranfc 
VA eccentric for five horso and 1% for ton 
horso power Thcro is no limit to tho size . 
and power of tho engine, and it can bo ap- 
plied to railroad locomotives as ivell as to 
stationary pow<"
